CITY HALL IS AIM 


Points Out to hhbew! 
men That City Al- 
ready Has Power to 
Acquire and Operate 
‘One by Council Vote. 


A key eiement in an Adminis- 
tration-sponsored bill for an 
election on mass transit is that 
the proposed operating agency 


would be independent of the 
municipal government, Mayor 
Raymond R. Tucker told an al- 
dermanic committee yesterday. 
He urged passage of the meas- 
ure so that voters will have an 
opportunity te express their 
Opinions on the subject. 

The Mayor pointed out that 
the city charter already permits 
acquisition and operation of 
mass transportation facilities. 
This can be done by ordinance 
enacted by the Board of Alder- 
men. 

Purpose of the proposed char- 
ter amendment, Mayor Tucker 
said, is to permit establishment 
of an independent agency if the 
citizens decide later they want 
publicly operated facilities. 

Preliminary Measure. 

He stressed that the bill being 
studied by the aldermen was 
merely legislation under which 
the voters could later, if they 
wished, authorize public owner- 
ship and operation of transit 
facilities. 

Additional legislation and au- 
thorization would be needed for 
the acquisition of such facilities, 
their operation and for the is- 
suance of revenue bonds for the 
purchase of the facilities, 

The measure before the com- 
mittee would seek to place the 
charter amendment proposal be- 
for the voters at the general 
election November &. It appears 
improbable that deadline can 
be met. 

Alderman Raymond Leisure, 
chairman of the board’s Commit- 
tee on Public Utilities, announced 
after yesterday's meeting that 
his group would continue to meet 
throughout the summer in order 
to be able to bring the measure 
before the board for a vote next 
fall. 

His committee first will formu- 
late_a questionnaire to be sent 
to all cities now operating tran- 
sit facilities, he said. The infor- 
mation received in the replies 
from these cities will then be as- 
sembled for study and action by 
the entire board. 

For Voters to Decide. 

He said the Mayor had ex- 
plained that the measure was 
designed primarily to give the 
voters the opportunity to decide 
for themselves on public owner- 
ship. Because the bill also sets 
up machinery for ultimate oper- 
ation of the facilities, if the 
voters are favorable, Leisure 
said the committee wanted to 
know the experience of other 
cities in such matters. 

He expressed the appreciation 
of the Committee to the Mayor 
and his staff for their appear- 
ances. yesterday to explain pro- 
visions of the proposed charter 
amendment. 

The proposed charter change 
would establish a transit com- 
mission of five members appoint- 
ed by the Mavor. Not more than 
thrée could be from one political 
party and at least four of them 
would have to -be residents of 
the. city. 

The commission would have no 
taxing powers. It could not is- 
sue revénue bonds for the pur- 
chase of facilities without a ma- 
jority vote of the people.

FOR PRISONERS 


Councilman Says Budg- 
et Will Include Funds 
for Extra Guards, 
Equipment.

A plan to put St. Louis county 
prisoners to work outside the jail 
be included in the next 
budget for the Sheriff's office, 
County Councilman John J. 


Dowling (Dem.), Second Dis- 
trict, said today. 

An additional appropriation of 
$10,000 will be needed, for equip- 
ment and extra guards, and this 
will be recommended. Outside 
work programs have been urged 
repeatedly by grand juries and 
by the County Board of Visitors, 
but the council has not acted 
on their proposals. 

Prisoners must volunteer for 
the work assignments, but ex- 
perience has shown that most 
prisoners are willing to work 
if they can be taken cut of the 
jail, officials said. 

The present plan has been sug- 
gested by the council's commit- 
tee on prisoner rehabilitation, 
headed by Dowling. He said it 
had the support of Sheriff Orion 
J. Litzinger, Supervisor James 
H. J. McNary and leaders of or- 
ganized labor.

(AP)—A swarm of bees is hold- 
ing Mr. and Mrs. Allen S.

Vaughan has tried spraying the 
insecticide, scalding 
water and several commercial 
bug bombs. Didn't work.

Frank L. Ramacciotti, chair- 
man of the district's board of 
trustees, said that although no 
funds were provided in the dis- 
trict’'s new budget for an early 
start on measures to control pol- 
lution of the Mississippi river, 
“‘we are going ahead with what- 
ever has to be done.”’ 

An operating budget of $3.- 
205,626 was adopted yesterday by 
the board of trustees of MSD. 

Well Along on Study. 

Ramacciotti said the engineer- 
ing firm of Horner and Shifrin 
already is ‘‘we!l! aiong’’ on a 
$235,000 study of the whole prob- 
lem of pollution of the Missis- 
sippi river and MSD is conduct- 
ing laboratory work in connec- 
tion with the program. 

‘We will have to have treat- 
ment plants and there are few 
sites available,’’*the board chair- 
man said. ‘‘We will evaluate the 
Bissell Point site from a finan- 
cial point of view when we reach 
that stage.” 

The expansion of the water 
plant at Chain of Rocks will 
make the Bissell Point and 
Baden pumping stations un- 
necessary, They are being aban- 
doned by the city. 

The budget was approved 
shortly after Ramacciotti had is- 
sued a staiement declaring that 
dumping of untreated waste into 
open sewers and the river here 
is ‘‘a public disgrace.’’ He 
called for passage of large bond 
issues to build sewers and treat- 
ment plants needed to abate 
river pollution. 

The statement was issued after 
the Post-Dispatch reported that 
federal officials are concerned 
with MSD’s failure to provide 
funds for an immediate attack 
on the pollution problem. 

Increase in Budget. 

The new budget, for the 1960- 
61 fiscal year, represents an in- 
crease of $135,705 over the $3,- 
069,921 appropriation for the 12 
months ending next Thursday. 

Most of the increase will go 
directly into merit increases for 
civil service employes and in- 
creased material costs, Ramac- 
ciotti said. 

Ramacciotti said the increases 
would be met by additional reve- 
nue which MSD will receive un- 
der its recently announced rate 
schedule for many multi-family 
dwelling units. 

The budget items and changes 
include: 
527,084, an increase of $109,136; 
other expenses, $621,876, increase 
of $29,132, and capital outlay, 
$56,666, a decrease of $2563. 

The increases in personnel 
services are: Salary increment 
and social security increases, 
$38,497; salary adjustments, $37,- 
951; paid holidays for laborers, 
$10,600, and new positions av- 
thorized, $49,146. Positions which

The government sought to de- 
termine whether the bombing in 
downtown Caracas yesterday 
was the preluc: to an attempted 
coup d'etat. Police were round- 
ing up all known extremists.

Perez Ji.nenez 
declined to see reporters at

Airports Shut Down. 

A government decree 
hibited all sales of liquor, shut 
down airports, and imposed a 
partial evening curfew in Ca- 
racas. The country was reported 
quiet, however.

Life in the capital was back to 
near normal today, although a 
heavy army guard surrounded 
the presidential palace. 

Betancourt, suffering from 
body burns and shock, felt well 
enough only hours after the at- 
tempt on his life to talk to news- 
men. 


He was removed from the hos- 
pital unexpectedly just before 
midnight and brought home to 
his Miraflores residence, where 
he apparently intended to stay 
during his convalescence. The 
quick transfer from the hospital 
was believed designed to assure 
the nation he was still in com- 
plete control of the situation. 

He predicted he would be back 
in office within 12 days. His 
doctors said, however, it would 
be at least three weeks and pos- 
sibly a month before a full re- 
turn to duty was possible. Even 
before the bombing, the presi- 
dent had been ill with fatigue 
and an intestinal infection. 

Military Aide Killed. 

Betancourt’s military aide, 
Col. Ramon A. Armas Perez, 
died in the bomb biast, which 
occurred while the president’s 
motorcade was traveling along 
Avenida de Los Proceres on the 
way to a military review. 

The bomb, planted in an aban- 
doned car, apparently was det- 
onated by remote control as the 
motorcade passed. A _ police- 
man also was killed. Betan- 
court's wife was slightly shaken 
but able to visit her husband in 
the hospital later. Defense Min- 
ister Jose Lopez Henriquez and 
his wife suffered. slight injuries. 

The presidential chauffeur and 
an unidentified motorcyclist 
were gravely injured. 

(The Associated Press said 
three persons were reported 
killed.) 

The Betancourt regime recent- 
ly was the target of an abortive 
coup in the provinces, and has 
been faced with anti-government 
activities in varying forms of 
seriousness since the 1958 elec- 
tions which installed it in 
power. 

Took Office. 

Betancourt, whose views are 
leftist but anti-Communist, took 
office as president of Venezuela 
for the second time in February 
1959. after winning an enormous 
popular election victory. 

Betancourt had returned to 
Venezuela from New York a 
year before, following an en-

Hemisphere

WASHINGTON, June 25 (AP) 
—Members of Congress urged 
yesterday that the Organization 
of American States act to pre- 
vent the Russians and Chinese 
from using Cuba as a beachhead 
for Communist penetration of the 
Western Hemisphere. 

Senator Kenneth B. Keating 
(Rep.), New York, declared that 
Communist activity in Cuba 
poses the boldest challenge to 
hemisphere freedom that ‘‘we 
have known in 60 years.”’ 

Other Senators applauded 
Keating’s speech and Senator 
George A. Smathers (Dem.). 
Florida, said there no longer can 
be any doubt that Cuba under 
Fidel Castro is in effect a Soviet 
satellite. 

Representative Paul C. Rogers 
(Dem.), Florida, said something 
must be done ‘‘before it is too 
late and we find a Russian satel- 
lite nation is situated only 90 
miles from our coast infiltrating 
into all friendly governments of 
Central and South America.” 


George V. Allen, chief of 
the United States Information 
Agency testifying before a House 
Foreign Affairs subcommittee 
yesterday, said that ‘‘the Cuban 
revolution, with its extreme 
leftist overtones, has opened the 
door to increased Communist 
penetration of this hemisphere.” 


Allen suggested that Russia— 
which long has smarted over 
United States bases ringing the 
Communist empire—may now 
have decided ‘‘two can play at 
this game and they can start 
operating in our backyard.”’ 

Allen did not say just where 
the Russians might try to plant 
a base, but the implication was 
he meant Cuba. 


Keating's statement reported 
“a steady movement of Soviet 
engineers and technicians bound 
for the Caribbean through East 
Berlin; their main project to be 
construction of an airstrip on the 
southern coast of Cuba, with a 
12,500-foot runway, near Ma- 
tanzas.’’ He said the project was 
masked as a program of eco- 
nomic. aid. 

Reports of such Communist ac- 
tivity in southern Cuba have 
been circulating for about a 
year, but have never been veri- 
fied. 

At the Pentagon, it was said 
there is no knowledge here of 
any airstrip construction in 
southern Cuba, but that a ship 
or submarine basé might be un- 
der construction there. 

Keating spoke of reports to the 
Senate Internal Security sub- 
committee that more than 1000 
Red Chinese have gone into Cuba 
to ‘“‘encourage or force’’ 30,000 
Chinese living there to tie up 
with Communism. He said the 
Reds were using extortion, as 
well as other methods of intimi- 
dation. 

Among other things, Keating 
proposed that this country start 
action in the O.A.S. to inform 
Castro that responsible Western 
Hemisphere governments do not 
approve of his 
with Communist tyranny.”’ 


SENATOR KEATING 


PRESIDENT WILL 
START FLIGHT 
HOME TONIGHT 


Ending Six-Day Stay in 
Hawaii — Said to 
Plan to Hit Reds 
in Talk Monday. 


HONOLULU, June 25 (AP)— 
President Eisenhower will end 
his six-day Hawaiian rest stop 
today and fly back to Washing- 
ton. He will report to the Amer- 
ican people Monday night on his 
Far Eastern tour. 

The President is reported to 
have drafted a_ hard-hitting 
speech denouncing the Commu- 
nists for plotting with 
Japanese students to block his 
visit to Tokyo. 

Mr. Eisenhower will board his 
jet airliner at 5 p.m. (10 p.m. 
St. Louis time) for his return 
flight. After refueling at Travis 
Air Force Base in California, he 
is due to arrive at Andrews Air 
Force Base outside Washington 
tomorrow about 7 a.m., two 
weeks from the day he set off 
on his 23,000-mile good will trip. 

His 30-minute television-radio 
report to the nation will originate 
from his White House office at 
6:30 p.m. Monday. (KSD-TV will 
carry the speech.) 

Annoyed by Democrats. 

Mr. Eisenhower is_ reported 
annoyed at the barrage of at- 
tacks on his Far East mission 
by leading Democrats who have 
joined in blasting his inability to 
visit riot-ridden Tokyo as a blow 
to American prestige. 

To meet this assault, Mr. Eis- 
enhower is understood to have 
focused his speech on his con- 
tention that the visits he was 
able to make—to the Philippines, 
Formosa -and Korea—were 
“completely successful”’ in build- 
ing better relations with these 
countries. 

Since arriving in Hawaii the 
President has been silent on the 
Tokyo phase of his visit, which 
he canceled at the suggestion of 
the Japanese Government. 

Gets Honorary Degree. 

Mr. Eisenhower picked up an- 
other honorary degree yesterday 
in a brief ceremony at his vaca- 
tion headquarters at Kaneohe

Searchers Discover 


Wreckage and Some 
Bodies in Sea — Vic- 
tims Include at Least 
One American. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, June 28 
" (AP)—A Brazilian airliner with 
51 persons aboard, including at 
least one from the United States, 
plunged into Guanabara bay last 
night while approaching Rio de 
Janeiro. Search teams found 
bodies and wreckage but no sur- 
Vivors. 

The twin-engined Convair, ona 
600-mile flight from the new 
capital of Brasilia with a midway 
stopover at Belo Horizonte, was 
listed as missing in bad weather 
for nearly eight hours. 

The crash was confirmed early 
today when navy search crews 
found the plane's wreckage float- 
ing off the island of Paqueta, 
about 10 miles from Rio’s Santos 
Dumont Airport. 

Later the searchers reported 
findimg parts of bodies and pieces 
of luggage that had floated up 
on the beach. 

Among those listed as. aboard 
was Newton B. Thompson, a 
native of Waterville, Me., whe 
was an Official of the American 
Bond & Share Electric Co. 

Other Anglo-Saxon Names. 

A spokesman for Real Airlines 
said the passenger list carried 
other Anglo-Saxon names, includ- 
ing George Pfistern, Janet S. 
Latter and H. V. Lee. But the 
line could not confirm their na- 
tionalities or give their addresses. 

Thompson's wife told reporters 
in Rio that her husband had 
been in Belo Horizonte on busi- 
ness. 

A Brazilian congressman, Jose 
Gomes Talarico, boarded the 
flight in Brasilia but left it at 
Belo Horizonte when he learned 
the plane would be delayed. 

“I had to be in Rio early,” 
he told newsmen later. ‘‘I asked 
if I could transfer my ticket to 
another airline leaving sooner. 
The airline said it could not 
make the transfer. I bought an- 
Other ticket and I’m alive to- 
night.”’ 

Radioed Its Approach. 

Real Airlines said the plane 
left Brasilia with 17 passengers 
and five crew members. It 
picked up the rest, including a 
woman and infant, at Belo Hori- 
zonte.

CASTRO OFFERS 
TO BET MILLION 
TONS OF SUGAR 


HAVANA, June 25 (AP)—Fidel 
Castro says he is willing to make 
a 1,000,000-ton wager on Cuban 
sugar production with Secretary 
of State Christian A. Herter. 

The Cuban Premier made the 
statement in a television talk to 
the Cuban people last night. It 
followed a statement by Herter 
in Washington to the House Agri- 
culture Committee that experts 
predict Cuba’s sugar production 
will drop at least a million tons 
soon. Herter added that this. is 
a good time to diversify United 
States sugar supply sources. 

Castro said he would be will- 
ing to surrender Cuba’s share of 
the sugar market in the United 
States if his country’s produc- 
tion in 1961 drops a million tons 
— provided the Cuban quota is 
increased by 1,000,000 tons if 
production increases that much. 

The United States buys about 
3,500,000 tons of sugar from 
Cuba, more than half the Cuban

Exile in Chile. 

He got back into Venezuela 
acain in 1936, took over lead- 
ership of an underground politi- 
cal party, was caught in 1939 and 
hustled off again to exile, this 
time in Chile. 

Back in Caracas in 1940, he 
set up the Democratic Action 
party. Its first presidential can- 
didate lost in 1941 to Gen. Isaias 
Medina. On Oct. 18, 1945, Betan- 
court and his party joined a 
group of young army officers 
and overthrew Medina in a 
bloody coup.

What Killed Big Bands? 


Did you ever stop to think of how 
many teen-agers today have never 
heard what a big ‘‘name-band’’ 
sounds like in person” 

By that I mean, large groups like 
Benny Goodman, Glenn Miller. 
Harry James, Jimmy and Tommy 
Dorsey, Artie Shaw, Count Basie, 
Duke Ellington and thousands of 
other full-sized dance orchestras 
that were touring the United States 
during the ‘30s and early ‘40s. 

What put an end to this greatest 
of all American contributions to 
world culture? It began innocently 
enough as an emergency wartime 
measure around 1942 in the form of 
a 20 per cent cabaret tax, so as to 
discourage foolish spending of 
money that might be better diverted 
toward the purchase of war bonds. 

After the war. instead of repeal- 
ing this emergency bill. as many 
others were repealed, it was al- 
lowed to remain on the books as a 
permanent law. Its very presence 
and strict enforcement, in an age 
of the greatest prosperity this coun- 
trv has ever experienced, made it 
mandatorv that those seeking an 
evening of enjoyment refrain from 
patronizing any place where the 
tax was in effect. 

The results were swift. Ballrooms 
began closing up all over the coun- 
try. Hotels and night clubs went 
in for small orchestras and combos, 
and even the existence of these 
musical groups is threatened by the 
rapidly diminishing number of 
places where they can find steady 
employment. 

The feud between’ ASCAP and 
Broadcast Music brought about the 
birth of a new monster designed 
to do away with the dependence 
upor live musicians and the pay- 
ment of royalties to old, established 
composers. This Frankenstein. 
which was conceived in 1940, and 
later known as Rock & Roll, put 
the finishing touches to the music 
business. In 20 years it has suc- 
cessfully ‘“‘brainwashed”’ an éntire 
generation of young American peo- 
ple. Musically, that 1s. 

The paradoxical thing about it 
all is that while our present crop 
of youngsters is about the most 
intelligent group of people that ever 
lived, shaming their parents and 
grandparents with their talents. 
knowledge and aptitudes; vet. these 
are the very ones, who with their 
enthusiastic and financial support 
of Rock & Roll, made it what it is 
today.

1 don’t know how much good that 
will do at this stage of the game 
The music business is ‘‘shot,”’ de- 
spite the fact that there are more 
musica] amateurs than ever before.

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Wanted— More Jobs 


The American goose hangs high, apparently 
unaffected by diplomatic fiascoes or pre-con- 
vention rivalries in these roaring, booming 
times. In-May, employment in the United 
States rose by 1,049,000 to an all-time high 
of 67,208,000. That does not look like a 
cause of concern, and yet it is. 

In spite of this record, not enough jobs 
have opened up. For the thirty-first consecu- 
tive month, 5 per cent or more of the labor 
force was unemployed. Almost 100,000 work- 
ers have been out of jobs for 15 weeks or 
more. half of them for longer than six months. 
The total of the unemployed in May stood at 
3.459.000. And this does not include the re- 
tired, the disabled or those who for one reason 
and another are not considered part of the 
labor force. 

This is alarming. While other aspects of the 
economy have recovered from the 1957-1958 
recession, employment has not. In the early 
1950s it was down to 3' per cent. Now it 
stands at 5 per cent. Conservative and liberal 
economists alike regard this as too high. Yet 
statistics indicate that it will get considerably 
worse in the years ahead unless something 
is done. The population and the economy are 
growing faster than employment opportunities. 

* s « 


Further, unemployment probably will grow 
in the sectors now worst off. One fifth of to- 
day’s unemployed are in their late teens. The 
5,500,000 workers in this age group represent 
only one-thirteenth of the labor force, yet one 
in eight is out of a job. Already we are 
warned of the effects of discouragement on 
the young with no work. They are pushed 
toward cynicism, irresponsibility, delinquency 
and despair. No nation can afford to give a 
sizeable number of its young people the im- 
pression that it has no useful, productive 
function for them. And the much discussed 
“haby boom” is just beginning to swell the 
labor force. 

Also hard hit are the unskilled (10 per cent 
unemployed) and the semi-skilled (72 per 
cent unemployed) compared with the skilled 
workers (3!2 to 4 per cent unemployed) and 
those in professional and managerial positions 
(only 3!2 per cent unemployed). Negroes 
fall largely into the first two categories, and 
9 per cent of them are out of jobs. 

~ = . 

This, of course, reflects the marvelous tech- 
nological advance of industry. The produc- 
tivity of workers is rising at a rate which is 
depriving them of work. Manufacturing only 
five years ago employed 33 per cent of the 
labor force: today it employs only 31 per cent. 
Here is a suggestion that we may not be able 
to count on the old belief that as one source 
of employment dries up others open up, the 
belief so largely fostered by the fact that the 
automobile industry provided many more jobs 
than the carriage-makers ever did. 

New industries still do absorb displaced 
workers, and the opportunities for retraining 
workers hardly have been exhausted. There 
also is hope in moving workers out of areas 
of chronic unemployment. But these possi- 
bilities hold less hope for older people, less 
inclined to move and less adaptable to new 
jobs, than for their youngsters. What really 
is essential is a reasonably balanced economic 
growth. not merely in terms of productivity 
but also in terms of adequate job opportuni- 
ties. This is both a public and a private 
concern. 


America, the Beautiful 


Another session of Congress is nearing its 
end without action on the Wilderness bill. the 
legislation which would safeguard approx- 
mately 55,000,000 acres in various parts of 
the country as ‘areas where the earth and its 
community of life are untrammeled by man.” 
This proposal lies buried in Senate and House 
committees, and similar measures have met a 
similar fate session after session since 1949. 

This sometimes is a bit difficult to compre- 
hend since there has been a widespread de- 
mand that part of the country be preserved 
as nearly as possible in its original condition. 
Posterity surely is entitled to see at least 
small tracts of virgin timber, of duneland and 
mountain untouched by bulldozer and un- 
marred by neon. Conservationists, women’s 
organizations, civic groups, labor’ unions, 
newspapers and politicians have been plead- 
ing for years for the necessary legislation. 
They have not even been asking that any 
money be spent, merely for the protection of 
areas which already are Government property. 

The only opposition is a largely hidden 
one, that of interests which believe they 
should be free to exploit any and every bit 
of the earth whenever they see profit to be 
gained. Congressional inaction can be at- 
tributed only to the influence of these inter- 
ests or to apathy. Neither motive is a credit- 
able one—least of all in legislators who orate 
so often about ‘the American heritage.” 


Our Traveling Diplomats 


The shadow of the peripatetic John Foster 
Dulles lies heavily on the State Department. 
The constant traveling he relished is an ac- 
knowledged burden to his successor, Secretary 
of State Herter. So much so that Mr. Herter 
is proposing an international conference to 
work out new rules of protocol that would 
spare foreign ministers the need for engaging 
in too many ceremonies and international 
meetings. 

Mr. Herter told a Senate committee June 
19 that he had been in office for 414 days 
and had been out of the country 156 days, or 
38 per cent of the time. With fine understate- 
ment he said this “obviously poses real prob- 
lems” in administration. The same problems 
existed for Mr. Dulles, but he solved them by 
centralizing State Department nowers in him- 
self. He was criticized for not staying at 
home more and tending to the routine busi- 
ness of running an efficient department. 

But regardless of the personal preferences 
of either Mr. Dulles or Mr. Herter, there is a 
point to be made here. Mr. Herter observed 
that the rules now in general use for diplo- 
matic relations were developed at the Con- 
gress of Vienna in 1814-15. Thev belong to 
another age. Because of the airplane, a score 
of international meetings can be héld in the 
same amount of time as one or two 150 vears 
ago. 

So another international meeting (which 
Mr. Herter présumably would have to attend ) 
might be in order. The objective would be to 
assign problems in certain categories to lower- 
echelon diplomats, so thaf the foreign min- 
isters would be freed for only the most im- 
portant duties. But the problem is far from 
simple. American Presidents have never 
found a way of delegating certain time-con- 
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“guming ceremonial functions to subordinates, 


and neither have Secretaries of State.’ Mr. 
Herter made the point sharply when he said 
with a smile that a good many committees of 
Congress were not satisfied with congressional 
testimony from an Under Secretary. 

The truth is that people feel complimented 
and important if the top man attends a meet- 
ing. But there obviously is a limit to his time 
and physical strength. If new rules can be 
worked out, we are all for them. 


Bomb in Venezuela 

The United States can only deplore the as- 
sassination attempt against President Romulo 
Betancourt. The Venezuelan President has 
been a firm friend of democracy but, caught 
between opposition from the extremes of the 
right and left, faces a struggle to remain in 
power. 

His government quickly tended to place 
blame for the bombing on supporters of the 
ousted dictator Perez Jimenez and friends in 
the dictatorial Dominican Republic. It would 
be most unfortunate, however, if blame on 
the rightists impelled Venezuelans to swing 
to Castroism on the left. Many Venezuelans 
have considered the Cuban leader a second 
Simon Bolivar. President Betancourt has cer- 
tainly not copied Castro but popular opinion 
has restrained public criticism of the Cuban 
revolutionary. 

In North American eyes Mr. Betancourt 
might seem well to the left of center; in his 
own nation, where oil and mineral wealth 
has not led to general prosperity, he is con- 
sidered a middle-roader. His government is 
engaged in several business operations and 
recently established a national petroleum cor- 
poration, while it also promotes land reform. 
Unlike Castro, however, President Betancourt 
is pledged to respect private enterprise and 
to refrain from nationalizing the whole oi! 
industry. He has not lined traitors before 
firing squads; he has rejected the Communists. 

Almost every Latin American nation, wheth- 
er dictatorial or democratic, has increasingly 
followed the path of economic nationalism. 
The United States can expect nothing else. 
For this country, the best measure of a sister 
republic is whether such nationalism permits 
democratic rule and hemispheric friendship. 
The Betancourt government meets that test 
well. 


Piggy-back Ride Into Space 

The successful launching of the first piggy- 
back satellite is a noteworthy achievement. 

The 42-pound rider is equipped for what 
may be the first long-term solar observations 
from above the absorbing blanket of the at- 
mosphere. The 223-pound carrier satellite, 
Transit I]-A, is a major step in the program to 
develop a more accurate system of navigation 
on earth. The Thor-Able-Star rocket, on only 
its second flight, orbited them exactly as 
planned. 

On the same day, a Polaris was launched 
from shipboard and another from a ground 
tube. These successful firings mean Polaris 
is now ready for the crucial test firings from 
submarines. Cape Canaveral registered a 
fourth success with the firing of an Atlas. 
carrying an advanced type of nose cone. which 
scored a bull’s-eve at 5000 miles. But the 
day hefore these feats. the Armvy’s important 
Nike Zeus anti-missile missile exploded in 
its tube. 

A summing up of the five ventures sug- 
gests that we are closing the Soviet lead. This 
demonstrated capability in space cCzeserves 
strong support in money and men for the 
tasks that lie ahead. 


Military Jobs for Military Men 


With the military services all asserting need 
for more men, it was to be expected that they 
would make the best possible use of each 
man in uniform. Not so, judging by the re- 
port of a special subcommittee of the Armed 
Services Committee which has just finished 
14 months of inquiry into the utilization of 
military manpower. 

The subcommittee stressed something that 
has not become as generally known as it 
should: “Our modern weapons system to- 
gether with related defense considerations has 
generated increases rather than decreases in 
the total manpower requirements.”’ Many high 
ranking officers have given testimony to this 
effect but it was some of these very officers 
who must take responsibility for wasteful use 
of enlisted men, The subcommittee concluded 
that officers are using a ‘‘substantially larger”’ 
number of enlisted men as aides than regula- 
tions permit. Even more serious was its ref- 
erence to enlisted personnel performing 
duties which, “in many instances appear to 
be solely performed for the personal conveni- 
ence of the individual officer and his family.” 

It appears that the subcommittee made a 
very worthwhile investigation. If its report 
does not correct the abuses some high rank- 
ing Officers should have to pay the penalty. 


A Partial Remedy 


Buy your beer hefore July the first, 
Or you'll surely die of thirst... 

Congressmen whose memories go back to 
the prohibition era may be thinking along 
these lines as they contemplate the $25-a-day 
limit to be imposed July 1 on congressional 
living expenses while on trips. The House 
Administration Committee set the ceiling fol- 
lowing revelations that some members of 
Congress spent more than $100 a day on offi- 
cial travels. 

There is an aspect of this affair that has 
been largely overlooked. It is that employes 
of the executive branch are limited to a $12.-a- 
day allowance while on Government trips. 
Under the new rule, Congressmen who stay 
within the $12 limit need not list their ex- 
penses in detail; otherwise they must itemize 
their costs. But why the differential? Fed- 
eral lawyers trying cases or committee staff 
members, for example, have much the same 
expenses as Congréssmen. Anyone who trav- 
els at all knows that a $12 limit on expenses 
for hotels, meals and other: necessities is 
unrealistic, particularly in the larger cities. 

Congress should eliminate this unjust dou- 
ble standard. The $25 limit may be too high 
in many cases but it is a reasonable maximum. 
It is a fact that under the $12 rule many em- 
ployes have had to pay part of their expenses 
out of their own pockets or live in flophouses. 
This is demeaning for Justice Department 
lawyers, for éxample, who sometimes must 
appear in cases opposite the best-paid attor- 
neys in private practice. The $12 allowance 
should .be increased to cover the actual cost 
of decent accommodations.

“ON MORAL TRAINING 


Churches must provide moral 
and religious instruction in the 
United States because public 
schools have abandoned the 
field, according to Russel N. 
director of education of 
Tower Grove Baptist Church. He 
gave the address at a meeting 
of Southern Baptist Sunday 
school workers Tuesday at Eu- 
clid Baptist Church. 


“The time was when our (pub- 
lic school) textbooks were shot 
through with religious material,” 
Noel said. ‘In the New Eng- 
land Primer, of which 3,000,000 
copies were sold, the entire al- 
phabet was learned through Bi- 
ble verses, beginning with A—‘a 
wise son maketh a glad father,’ 
down to Z—‘Zacchaeus he did 
climb a tree, his Lord to see.’ 
The Primer had the Ten Com- 
mandments and the Lord’s Pray- 
er and other religious material. 


“Following the Primer,’’ Noel 
continued, ‘‘came the famous 
Blue Light Speller, of which 
60,000,000 copies have been pub- 
lished. On 36 of 166 pages reli- 
gious and moral teachings and 
Bible quotations were given. 


“That was succeeded by the 
famous McGuffey’s Readers. 
There were six of them, with a 
Presbyterian preacher as au- 
thor. The content was thorough- 
ly religious and moral, and 135,- 
000,000 copies have been pub- 
lished. No man in all the life of 
America has done more than 
that Presbyterian preacher for 
the moral and religious life of 
our nation. 


“But times have changed, and 
so have the schools,’’ Noel de- 
clared. ‘“‘A man from Oklahoma 
investigated 1291 readers and 
spellers in the Congressional Li- 
brary. He found that those pub- 
lished in the early days of our 
nation had 50 per cent of the 
material moral, 22 per cent re- 
ligious and 28 per cent secular. 
But those in recent years had 
nothing religious, three per cent 
moral, and 97 per cent secular. 

“So we cannot hope to get 
very far in moral and spiritual 
ideals, attitudes and habits 
through our public school sys- 
tem. 

“The church through the Sun- 
day school furnishes the supreme 
opportunity for moral and reli- 
gious instruction. It has every 
distinct advantage. It has the

IT MAY BE SAID that light 
travels in ‘‘just about” a straight 
line, but a gentle curve is both 
possible and probable. One Ein- 
stein theory suggests that gravity 
has an effect on light. 

To test the theory about light, 
astronomers have used instru- 
ments at the time of total eclip- 
ses of the sun. They have found 
that the “gravitational field’ of 
the sun pulls light toward the 
sun, and in that way they have 
confirmed a theory of Einstein.
